King Alfonso Celebrates Event 


by Releasing 800 Prisoners 
Sentenced to Death. 


Madrid, May 10.—The news that the 
of

Spain has been assuted by the birth 
today of a son to Queen Victoria 


sent a thrill of rejoicing throughout 


the country, and tonight the happy 


event is being celebrated from 
end of the land to the other. Queen 


Victoria and the child are both doing

well, The hurried departure 


royal messengers from the palace at 


ten o’clock this morning to summon 
the courtiers and the members of the 
diplomatic corpa was to publish in- 
dication that the royal birth was im- 
minent. The usual gathering out 
side the palace courtyard was soon 
swelled by immense throngs of the 
excited populace, who watched the 
continual stream .of brilliantly uni 
formed personages driving up to the 
royal residence and tried to identify 
the individuals, The crowd waited 
in hushed suspense until nearly one 
o'clock, when the roar of the first 
cannon shot signified that the ac- 
couchement was over. The reports 
were courted anxiously until the 
fifteenth, and then silence ensued. 
The seconds appeared as hours until 
the sixteenth boomed forth. 
Then the shots were continued until 
twenty one had been fired, informing 
the public that the child was a son. 
The sixteenth report was cheered 
with tremendous enthusiasm, while 
at the same time the Royal Standard 
was hoisted over the palace. It was 
then known that mistake had been 
made, The people danced with joy, 
and embraced edch other shouting, 
“Long live the King, long live the 
Queen.” They then rushed from the 
spot carrying the news to the further 
most burts of the city. Soon after 
the royal salute the flags of Spain 
and Great Britain were raised. over 
all the publie buildings of Madrid. 
Many business houses closed for the 
remainder of the day as a sign of re 
joicing. 

Meanwhile, the ceremony of pre 
sentation was being carried out in 
side the palace. The mistress of 
robes, carrying a Tiuge silver tray. 
upon which was lying the nowly born 
heir to the throne. accompanied by 
King Alfonso and Premier Maura, 
appeared in the ante-chamber where 
the courtiers had assembled. The 
young monarch appeared full of joy 
as the Premier, raising the drapery 
which covered the infant on the sil- 
ver tray, said: “Gentlemen; it is a 
prince.” The solemn dignitaries 
thereupon forgot all etiquette and 
cheered both the King and Queen 
heartily. The Minister of Justice, 
Marquis Figuro, made out the birth 
certificate, which was signed by all 
the prominent personages present. 
The gathering then broke up. King 
Alfonso telegraphed the good news to 
the Pope, King Edward and the heirs 
of other states; and soon congratula 
_ tions began to come in. 

The accouchement was in every 
respect normal, and Her Majesty is 
making very satisiactory progress to 
wards recovery. Her Majesty pro-

Durability of Stee! Rails. 


New York, May 10.—An important 
step has been taken by’ manufactur- 
ers of steel rails and the railway 
companies, which make such exten- 
sive use of this commodity to bring 
about an improvement in the steel 
product, thus giving better security 
to the public against accidents and 
providing the highest grade article for 
the railroads. This movement results 
from recent criticisms made by rail- 
road experts concerning the tife and 
general durability of steel rails: It 
has been maintained that the break- 
age has been more frequent of recent 
months, and that there is a deteriora- 
tion in the product. Whether this is 
due to the intrinsic quality of ores used 
in the manufacture, or the immense 
strain of increased tonnage is an open 
question. _ A committee of experts 
have been appuinted, both the rail- 
ways and the maunuiucturers of rails 
being represented on the committee, 
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shot down by McGarvey in cold blood.

London, May 10.—The birth of an 
heir to the Spanish throne was re 
‘ eeived with upfeigned satisfaction by 
King Edward and all the royal family 
here, who regcived the first news 
through a newspaper agency. The 
gencral public, with whom “Princess 
Ena,” the nane by which Queen Vic 
totia was kno¥n previous to her con- 
version to Catholicism, was always a 
prime favorite; was equally pleased. 

English blood has long disappeared 
from the veing of the Spanish royal 
family and therefore the marriage af 
King Alfonso and the Princesa Vih- 
toria marked « new epoch in Spanish 
history. The birth of the royal child 
at Madrid is therefore almost ar 
important an event for Great Britain 
as it is for Spain, which is clearly in- 
dicated by the warm friendship ex- 
isting between King Alfonso and King 
Fdward, and the great interest taken 
by the latter in the interesting event 
at the Spanish capital. King Kd- 
ward, Pope Pius and the Emperor 
William will act as sponsors at the 
baptism of the royal infant at Mad- 
tid. 

Reports circulated alleged disagrec 
merts among the Queen’s medical at- 
tendants and .the departure from 
Madtid of Dr. Glendenning, the Eng- 
lish physician, ‘together with the Eng 
lish nurse, but they were found to 
be unfounded. ‘Both Dr. Glendenning 
and the murse are acting in perfect 
harmony wi Dr. Gutierrez, the 
Spanish physician, who had charge 
of the medical attendance at the ac- 
couchment. The Queen insists that 
she will herself nurse the child, des- 
pite the opposition of the royal house- 
hold to such a departure from the 
custom etiquette, as she desires to 
insure it’s good health. 

Court Etiquette. 

Considerable etiquette and publicity 
attended the birth of a royal child at 
Madrid. King Alfonso, on April 3, 
signed a decrée ordering the, neces+ 
sary preparations for the presenta- 
tion of ,the child to the high officials 
of Spain and the diplomatic officials 


accredited at }Madrid immediately 
after the ong The decree, after 
maming the yarious officials and 


others to be phesent at ‘the bir Bre’ 
said: “As soon as the accouichnient is 
announced ag Imminent, all the per- 
sons designated by the King in the 
decree shall be notified to come to 
the palace in fall uniform. Immedi 
ately after the child is born, the mis- 
tress of the robes shall inform the 
prime minister, who shall then an- 
nounce to the persons present the sex 
of the child, at the same time in- 
forming the captain general of Mad- 
rid and the commander of the Royal 
Halberdicrs so that they may as 
promptly as possible give the orders 
for she proper signals and salutes. In 
order that the inhabitants of our 
glorious City of Madrid may know 
whether the newly born child is a 
prince or princess, the Spanish royal 
standard shall be hoisted over 
palace and a salute of twenty-one 
guns fired, in case it should be the 
prince of the Asturias, and -in the 
event of the Queen giving birth to a 
princess, a salute of fifteen guns will 
be fired ‘and. a white flag hoisted. 
Should the event occur during the 
night either a colored lantern or a 
white light shall be hoisted, as the 
case may be. As soon as this has 
been carried out, the child shall be 
presented to the diplomatic 
and the other personages present by 
the Prime Minister, accompanied by 
the mistress of the robes and the 
chief court chamberlains. The Min- 
ister of Justice, as King’s notary, will 
then draw up the certificate of birth 
and record of the ceremony.” 
Prince of The Asturias. 

The son born to King Alfonso and 
Queen Victoria will, according to a 
decree of the Spanish government, 
bear the title of Prince of the As- 
turias, in professed imitation of the 
title of Prince of Wales, given the 
eldest son of English kings. The 
principality of the Asturias was for 
merly the mountain refuge of the 
aboriginal inhabitants of Spain, who 
remained thete unconquered alike by 
Romans and Moors.’ In many res- 
pects the Asturian is regarded as the 
cradle of the Spanish monarchy,

Prince of the Asturias. Queen Vic- 
toria, the mother of the royal ‘infant, 
was married to King Alfonso at Mad- 
rid on May 31, 1906, amid scenes of 
the greatest splendour, followed by 
the horror of a bomb explosion, which 
killed scores of people and narrowly 
missed the royal coach in which thei:

IMPROVEMENT 


Preliminary Meeting Held in 
Council Chamber. Organ- 
ization Will be Com- 


pleted Later.

* The public meeting called by the 
committee to organize a civic improve- 
ment society or guild at the city hall 
last night though not largely attend- 
ed was both interesting and instruc- 
tive. While not deeming it advisable 
to appoint officers and go ahead with 
the organization until a fore repre- 
sentative meeting could be held, those 
present resolved themselves into an 
informal improvement club and ali 
phases of the question of the beauti 
fication of the city were thoroughly 
discussed and many valuable sugges- 
tions made. 

Chairman Ald. Walker, in opening 
the meeting, expressed his regret at 
‘the small attendance and stated the 
purposes of the organizaion. G. J. Kin- 
naird thought it advisable to postpone 
organization until a more representa- 
tive meeting could be held. Col. Ed- 
wards was of the opinion an inter- 
Ghange of ideas among those present 
would be a benefit and spoke along 
ahe lines of improvement by property 
Gwners of their own property. The 
Neisance of cows running at large 
Should be stopped. Considerable im- 
Brovement could be made by the re- 
foval of the unsightly fences seen in 
some of the best residential sections. 
No two fences were alike. T. F. Mason 
made some valuable suggestions as to 


‘the protection ‘and beautification of 


our river banks, a natural heritage of 
beauty. G. W. Massey thought the 
society should move along*the lines 
of a campaign of education. Have the 
parents and teachers instil in the 
minds of the children in the sense of 
Aho beautiful. The premises of some 
Of the best residents were disgraceful. 
Tt was love’ 8 labor lost to take pains 
to have your, premises neat. and tidy 
While yout neighitiouPs oows and poul- 
p were allowed to roam at large. 
xere should be a bylaw passed by 
he council to prevent mean buildings 
ing erected on good lots in,the best 
idential.aections,.. He spoke of the 
unsightly appearance of the river banks 
in-Edmonton when approaching from 
the south and immediate steps should 
be. taken:to improve them. The prise 
Suggestion was a good one. 

Ald. Picard deplored the laxity of 
owners in beautifying their own pro 
perty. Still he thought no good would 
be done by coercion. Keep the agita- 
tion before the people. As the city 
owns a good portion of the river banks 
he recommended the sowing of alfalfa 
seed. This suggestion found great 
favor with his auditors as the alfalfa 
reots have great length and strength 
and would hold the banks as well as 
showing green. A. G. Harrison, the 
secretary of the committee, said that 
nature and the civic authorities had 
done more towards beautifying Ed- 
monton than all its rpsidents so far. 
He was in favor of organizing 4 get- 
ting to work at once as the time for 
planting and seeding was short. J. D. 
Hyndman was in favor of the commit- 
tee drawing up a set of suggestions ior 
the different sections of the city and 
leaving the owner to follow the general 
plan. Different people had different 
ideas as to what to do, but it would be 
conducive to harmony if all would fol- 
low some comprehensive scheme. It 
was suggested by Mr. Mason that the 
society have as offitiais a president, 
at least four vice-presidents, a secre- 
try, and committee, Mr. Harrison sug- 
gested that G. J. Kinnaird would be 
honorary president, but Mr. Kinnaird 
interposed that it would be better to 
have no civic officers on the executive, 
and at his suggestion the election of 
officers was held over util next Friday 
night, when the interest created at 
this meeting and greater publicity 
should insure a larger attendance. The 
names of the Edmonton Horticultural 
society ani the Society for the Im- 
provement and Beautification of the 
City had been mentioned but the selec- 
tion was left over till the next meet- 
ing. Colonel Edwards thought one of 
the objects of the society should be te 
secure a large quantity of trees that 
are suitable for planting and dispose 
of them’at cost. -He was informed that 
elm, ash white birch,spruce, mountain 
ash, Carolina and Russian poplar, all 
do well in this country. The commit- 
tee should be authorized to take ord- 
ers as by co-operation they could be 
obtained. from the Clover Bar nurser- 
jes. Secretary A. G. Harrison was au

A Growing Necessity—A Study in 
imports and Exporte—Coal Should be Free. 


Coal is an interesting subject in 
many ways at the present time. What 
with the train blockade and strikes, 
the black fuel is the cause of much 
anxiety, Coal, too, owing to the dis. 
appearance of wood is fast assuming 
a greater place in the economy of Can- 
adian life. Twenty years ago the per 
capita consumption of coal in the Do- 
minion was about three-quarters of u 
ton per annum. In 1890 it exceeded 
slightly one ton, and now it is consid 
erably over two tons per capita per 
anfium. 

The Development of the Native Mines 


The development of »the Canadian 
coal mines lias just about kept pace 
with this increasing demand. For a 
long time Nova Scotia was the only 
coal producing province. Then British 
Columbia entered the field, Thirty 
years ago, in 1877, Nova Scotia pro 
duced 880,216 tons, and the Pacific 
province 156,455, With two such wide- 
ly separated sources of supply it is no 
wonder that central Caoada looked to 
other forms of supply. Ten years lat- 
er, however, in 1987 the west had be- 
gun to produce coal, the output that 
year being Nova Scotia 1,868,596; Brit- 
ish Columbia, 426,142; Manitoba and 
the Territories, 74,152 tons. Today in 
spite of the great increase in the out 
put of the western and British Col. 
umbia mines, little Nova Scotia still 
leads, The latest figures available,

And Late Springs Have Brought

General Throughout North America. Alberta has in Corner 
of it. H.W. McKenney Tells of Other Winters in Last 30 


Years. 


Usually cold weather conditions 


have been prevailing over the conti- 
nent this spring. Toronto and Ottawa 
and Montreal on May 4th saw a snow- 
fall of five inches, necessitating street 
railway plows and sweepers to keep 
the tracks clear. 

Down south in Missouri this week 
a blizzard and snowstorm caused 
much damage. And Alberta has not 
escaped either. Newcomers who have 
felt the attraction of the term “Sun 
ny Alberta”, look about them scep- 
tie-wise and speculate as to when 
the sun does shine in Alberta. 

There is comfort, however, in the 
assurance of old-timers in Alberta that 
this spring Edmonton only suffers 
from the unusual weather conditions 
prevailing elsewhere, and for the far- 
mera there is frequent assurance from 
old-timers that the exceptionally cold 
winters of the past have been invari- 
ably followed by good crops in the 
summer, 

H. W. McKenney, 
interview with the 
said: 

“During my life in the West— and 
I came to Manitoba over forty years 
ago and to Alberta over thirty—I have 
not experienced a winter so long and 
continuously cold, followed by such 
a slow springtime, 

Followed by Good Crops. 

“All the winters were fairly cold 
until the four or five mild, winters 
preceding this last. But at intervals 
in the past we had exceptionally se- 
vere winters, but these were always 
followed by unusually good crops. I 
have a distinct memory of this, 

“We held it as a saying that what 
put in before the 24th of May was 
sure to mature, for in the backward 
springs the ground was always more 
moist, and the germination of the 
wheat began ‘within a few days of 
needing. 

“Have you any recollection of snow- 
storms in May before?” 

“Yes; in 1885, in 1887 and in 1892. 
It is worth noting too that we har- 
vested particularly good crops in each 
of those years. In 185—the year of 
the rebellion—we had mild weather 
and bare ground almost two months

began. March 
Snow and frost 


before this. Seeding 
22nd at St. Albert. 
came in May about this time, but 
only stayed a couple of days. In 
1887 two feet of snow fell in May, that 
was a very backward spring. In 1892 
plszo summer was slow in coming 
But in each of these years, as I said, 
we had good crops—very good.” 
Comes When It Pleases. 


“When does spring usually come 


here? 

“Tt does not come at any yery de- 
finite time. It seems to have a slid- 
ing-scale of its own, and runs all the 
way from March to May. The leaves 
usually come out on the. trees be- 
tween May l4th and May 2th, I 
made a note onee of the leaves open- 
ing on May 8th; that was pretty early. 

“As I said our winters in the past 
were usually less mild than they have 
been since we entered on the new 
century—excepting always last win- 
ter. In the winter of: 1905-06 we had 
only one week of really cold weather 
and very few days when there was 
enough snow for sleighing. We have 
just had, as formerly at intervals, a 
severe winter; this time it has been 
combined with a very late spring. 
But unless this present cold: snap is 
quite prolonged 1 do not believe there 
will be any very bad results :"

The stimulating effects of the tariff 


on our exp6rts of coal are no. more 
evident. Whether in years of protee- 
tion or years of free trade the volume 
of exports show a continuous increase 
proportionate to our increased pro- 
duction and the increased needs of 
our natural consumers, those who, al- 
though in foreign countries, find their 
most convenient means of supply in 
Canadian mines. 

The English Coal Trade Killel. 

In one respect, however, the effect 
of the national policy is perfectly 
traceable—it practically killed the 
English coal trade with Canada to 
the advantage of tme United States. 
Under the regime of free imports, in 
1874, we bought’ $724,012 of English 
coal, After 1879 until 1888 not one 
pound came in free and the imports 
under the new duties never reached 
anywhere near the old figures. The 
following table gives the details:

ways txport a large proportion of her 
output. In the strike year, 1903, out 
of a total production of 5,175,603 tons, 
not less than 1,146,124 went to the 
United States, In normal years since 
1900 from 700,000 to 900,000 tons are 
sent abroad, The other customers of 
Nova Scotia are the province of Que- 
bee, which takes from 1,500,000 to 3,- 
000,000 tons annually; New Bruna- 
wick, 360,000 to 500,000 tons; Prince 
Edward Tsland, 90,000 tons, and New:

CUT WORMS IN BEET FIELDS. 

About the end of October Inst year 
the Department of Agriculture at Ed- 
monton issued a newspaper article 
which contained a short life history 
of the cut worms and web worms, 
that were attacking the beet crop at 
that time. Some specimens of the 
cut worm were collected by the De- 
partment for experiment, and from 
these it has been learned that prob: 
ably very many of the cut worms in 
the flelds are doomed before spring. 
Two enemies are attacking them, a 
fungus disease, and a clear-winged 
fly. This fly iays its eggs in the body 
ot the cut worm, in which the mag- 
gota which hatch out from them live 
till they are full grown and ready to 
enter the pupal stage, when they kill 
their host and come to the outside 
and spin their eoeoons, 

These insects and fungus enemivs 
are the means which Nature provides 
for keeping cut worms. and creatures 
of that sore, in check, and in the his- 
tory of all insect ravages this is found 
to be the case. 
Nature every creature has some en- 
emy, which preys upon it and ordi- 
narily keps it within bounds, but oc- 
casionally a time comes when, 
through an abundance of food or for 
some other reason they develop very 
rapidly and get away from the con- 
trol of those agencies which keep 
them in check and they become a 
plague as they have been in this case, 
As the plague increases so do the par- 
agites, which in a short time are able 
to regain the mastery, and we have a 
return to the normal 
again, 

It is gratifying to note that this is 
what is happening now and in a short 
jtime the cut-worm plague will be a 
thing of the past, However, many of 
the cut worms are left, and there are 
quite enough to destroy the young 
beet crop this spring unless 
thing is done to prevent them. 

The experience of last year ought to 
teach us the advisability of attending

its members. In Orchard’s room in 
a hotel at Caldwell were found a sus- 
picious white powder and some let 
ters, while ih his trunk were discov- 
ered materials for making bombs, o 
cipher code and letters from several 
Federation officials containing in 
g Btructions and advice. It became ap 
parent to the Pinkerton detective: 
however, that without a confession 
the conviction of the perpetrators of 
the murder would be attended with 
great difficulties, if not indeed ren. 
dered impossible, and accordingly 
Supt. McPartland set about getting 
Orchard to talk. The story goes that 
Orchard was placed in solitary con- 
finement with silent attendants. Af.- 
ter a time he was visited by McPart 
land, who sowed the seed of distrust 
of his confederates in his mind, and 
then left him to ruminate, This pro 
cess was repeated once or twice and 
then Orchard was ready to confess 

Made a Terrible Confession. 

It is said that it took five daye 
steady writing to take down his con- 
fession, which purported to give the 
entire history of the activities of the 
“Inner Circle’ of the Western Fed 
eration of Miners, of which Orchard 
declared he had been the tool, Ac 
cording to his own statement, he was 
the principal assassin in the pay of 
the Western Federatios of Miners hir- 
ed to get rid of objectionable persons 
He had planned matiy times, he ad 
mitted, to assassinate Governor Pea

from carrying out his purpose, be 
cause, as he put it, “I was afraid of 
blowing up those Peabody girls.” Hi 
also described how he had deliberate- 
ly foiled an attempt on the part of 
the Federation to destroy a whol 
trainload of innocent people.

returned from a long expedition 
veross the continent under the aus- 
pices of the late Sir George Simpson. 
From talks he had with Mr. Kane it 
oceurred to Mr. Moberly that the 
true northwest passage was by land 
end not by water, and that a trans- 
continental railway through British 
North America was the proper way 
t» secure for the nation its future 
sommercial route to the Orient, 
Gold Hunters at Victoria. 
Thus convinced, he returned to Tor- 
onto in 1858, sold all his interests in 
Onturio and set out for Esquimault. 
At the end of 1858 Victoria was a 
sinaii town, with muddy streets, peo- 
pled by a rough class of men who 
formed part of the army of gold hunt- 
ers that made the first rush to the 
gold fields of the Fraser river. Hav- 
ing as his object the establishment 
of overland communication through 
British territory and a meeting with 
Captain Palliser, Mr. Moberly crossed 
the Gulf of Georgia and ascended the 
Fiaser river to Fort Langley, which 
at that time was a very large fort. 
He then sailed up the Harrison river 
and Harrison lake to Port Douglas 
in a cance, Port Douglas was a 
small, newly-built village, crammed 
with miners, packers, and traders.

The Event Gelebrated by big 
Demonstration. A History 
of the Southern City. 


_— 


Yesterday Lethbridge celebrated the 
first anniversary of its incorporation 
as a city, and that attractive centre 
of life in “Sunny Southern Alberta” 
was in festive attire for the biggest 
celebration it has yet known. 

Prominent men throughout the west 
were invited to the celebratoin, and 
many @ them attended. Numerous 
tales of the earliest Lethbridge days 
‘were. xchanged by old timers, and 
though it has not as long a past 
as Edmonton, it has looked on much 
that was picturesque, 


Founded by the Gaits. 


The city of Lethbridge was founded 
by E. P. Galt, son of Sir Alexander 
and a grandson of the early writer 
and colonizer,. John Galt, a‘ter whom 
Galt, Ont., was named, 

The earliest record concerning Leth 
bridge district is that which recounts 
the last great battle faught between 
warring nations of Red Indians. 

Some thirty years ago among the 
couleea which here run down to the 
river “the Blackfeet, while suffering 
from, a plague. of smallpox, adminis 
tered’ an’ overwhelming defeat to an 
invading host of the. Crees, a much 
more numerous, though inferior, race 
of Indians. 


Hunters and Traders. 


The only white men in Southern 
Albertaa were a few hunters, trappers 
and traders, Presently the mounted 
police appeared to preserve order in 
the new and vast region, included for 
the first time in the boundaries of 
Canada, to keep the peace between 
Indian tribes, to protect the Indian 
from unprincipled traders, and to give 
security to the pioneer ‘mmigrant. 


Ranchers Come Next. 

Twenty-five years ago the rancher 
began to come. Gradually he occu- 
pied the ‘territory, and until a few 
years ago, it may be said to have 
been his alone, except for the mining 
town of Lethbridge, bi the Indian 
reserves, 

Lethbridge was founded by the 
Galts, a family of Canadian empire 
builders. When the Canadian. Pacific 
was pushing vigorously across the 
prairies in the early 80’s the question 
was asked, “Where is fuel to be 
found for the farmers who are to 
cultivate these plains?” 


Coal Brought E. P. Galt. 

It had come to the knowledge of 
Ms. E. P. Galt that outcroppings of 
coal had been found at many points 
in Alberta. He had a searching inves 
tigation made into the quality of the 
various deposits, and the verdict was 
in favor of the coal at this place— 
a verdict since amply confirmed by 
experience, He decided to mine coal 
for the prairie market, and a company 
was formed with his father, Sir Alex- 
ander Galt, as first president. In 1884 
operations were well under way. 

The coal was taken down the river 
to the railway at Medicine Hat. This 
being found satisfactory, a railway 
was built‘to connect with the C.P.R. 
and later on another into Montana. 


Isolation Retarded Growth. 


Lethbridge was still one hundred 
miles from a through railway line. 
Tt was a mining town and a ranghing 
centre, When the country reached 
the limit of its ranching population, 
the town seemed also to have reached 
its limit. It was prosperous—business 
has been profitable here—but it ceas- 
ed to grow rapidly. 

In 1897, however, the C.P.R. de- 
cided to build a main line through 
the Crow's Nest Pass, which is des 
tined eventually to become the main 
main freight transcontinental route 
of the C.P.R., not only from Winnipeg 
to Vancouver, but form St .Paul to 
Portland and Seattle, 


Railway Opened District, 


The Galt company, now known as 
the A. R. & I. Co., were able in spite 
of many difficulties to secure for 
Lethbridge a position on this main 
line. Lethbridge, as a result, instead 
of being at the end of a long blind 
alley, became a great highway. 

Then came the development of the 
coal, timber and mineral regions to 
the westward and the transformation 
of southern Alberta from a_ cattle 
range into a rich agricultural terri- 
tory. Here again the Galt company 
led the way. Mr. E. T. Galt and Mr. 
©. A. MeGrath saw that if the popula 
tion of Southern Alberta was to grow 
an agricultural population must be

Tlwy accomplished the construction 
of an ittigation system, which in turn 
has brought the sugar industry, al- 
falfa and fruit.

A” Nebraska farmer, visiting 
this colony and seeing the wheat 
growing there, took up land north 
west from Lethbridge and put in a 
crop of winter wheat from seed he 
had imported. His success and that 
of those it encouraged to come has 
brought others, until to day: the great:

Toronto, May 9.—A man who knows 
something of almost everything, who 
hos met nearly everybody of any con- 
sequence, who has stored up an. in- 
exhaustible fund of knowledge, who 
bas penetrated the secrets of nations 
ond cabinets, and, above all, a mar 
who has the prime journalistic facul- 
ty of making anything he has to say 
interesting—that is the composite im- 
pression which Mr. W. T. Stead, the 
distinguished journalist an@ publicist, 
vives when he submits himself to the 
operstion of interviewing. 
| Sc: ted in a comfortable room in the 
| St. Charles, the other night, after he 
| had enjoyed the hospitality of the To- 
rento Press Club, with a cigar alight 
and his feet resting on a chair, Mr. 
Stead discoursed on many things. 

In the course of his talk, for in- 
| stance, there were most interesting 
| touches regarding such diverse per- 

sonalities as Mr. Bayard, President 

Steyn, Cecil Rhodes, Count Von Bue- 
low, Sir Henry Campbell-Bannerman, 
Mr. Arthur Balfour and Sir Wilfrid 
| Laurier, all of whom Mr. Stead counts 
among the ‘‘men T know’; and as for 
ithe topics discussed they ranged from 
| Canada to the propensities of the 
| Scottish people, from the South Afri- 
}ean war to the position of he press, 
from the House of Lords, Irish ques- 
tion and woman's suffrage to immi- 


gration.
